After a futile conference of foreign ministers 
at the close of 1947, George C. Marshall, who 
then was secretary of state, pointed out a basic 
truth about International negotiations. 
“ P ap er agreem ents,” he declared,” cannot as­ 
sure a lasting peace. Agreem ents between sov­ 
ereign nations are generally the reflection and 
not the cause of genuine settlements. 
On 
June 
20, 
1948, 
the 
foreign 
ministers 
broke up a parley after nearly a month of fruit­ 
less debate. The Soviet Union was in no mood 
to reach agreem ents. 
The question now is whether or not the gov­ 
ernm ent of the Soviet Union is in a different 
mood. P rim e Minister Churchill believes it m ay 
have changed. President Eisenhower opened the 
door to negotiation last spring when he m ade it 
plain that the United States was willing to 
talk if the Soviet Union was ready to reach 
an agreem ent. 
The specific agreem ent being sought is a set­ 
tlem ent on G erm any and Austria. Such things 
as m ilitary security and m easures to keep the 
French from growing alarm ed are secondary, 
though of great im portance. 
There 16 a new regim e in the Soviet Union. 
Molctov, it is believed, will be speaking for a 
clique which welcomed the end of Stalin’s re­ 
gime. He will negotiate, moreover, in a back­ 
ground of unrest in E ast G erm any. 
Since 1948 there also have been new regim es 
in th^ United States and G reat Britain. This will 
be the first m eeting with Molotov by Secretary 
of State Dulles and Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden. The French minister, Bidault, is an old 
hand. 


Constitution Plus 


The Senate debate over the proposed Bricker 
am endm ent to the Constitution began to w arm 
up last Friday. 
It left no room for doubt that feelings are 
intense in this issue in the Senate as tney h a \e 
become in public discussion. 
More than a law yers’ 
argum ent 
over 
the 
m eaning of words in the Constitution and in a 
proposed ftmendment is involved. Also involved 
is the ability of the American people and their 
senators to carry on a discussion without get­ 
ting bogged down in issues between personal­ 
ities and factions. 
The survival of the republic always has de­ 
pended on the forbearance of its citizens while 
carrying on the vital debates of popular gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Whenever bad feeling between individuals and 
factions becomes so acute that it cannot be 
restrained for the purpose of settling issues of 
general im portance, the republic’s chance of 
survival is diminished. 
It is alarm ing, therefore, that at the outset 
of Senate debate on the Bricker am endm ent 
last F riday each side was charging bad faith 
and m isrepresentation against the other. 
It was hard to keep in sight the basic proposi­ 
tion the Senate was being asked to consider— 
whether or not experience had revealed a loop­ 
hole in the Constitution which should be plug­ 
ged up and whether or not if such a loophole 
existed it should be plugged with the proposal 
that had come out of the Senate Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
In the days to come, it m ay be even harder 
than it was last F riday for the senators to 
rem em b er what 1hey are debating. 
They will lose sight of it at the risk of hurting 
the Constitution they are sw’orn to uphold and 
the republic they are trying, each in his own 
way, to preserve.

British like to 
put milk or cream into their tea. 
The Tibetans take it with butter. 
The British and Irish, who are 
great tea drinkers, go for the In­ 
dian or Ceylonese variety, which 
is blackish and strong in the tea­ 
pot. 
My tea-drinking habit developed 
in China and therefore I have a 
taste for Chinese tea, particularly 
Keemun, which is like household 
table wine—not overpowering, not 
too fragrant, just right. 
Once I got myself a delectable 
green tea. 
called 
Lung 
Ching, 
which cam e from the hills about 
Hangchow where there is a beau­ 
tiful Buddhist temple. 


THIS TEA is scarce and expen­ 
sive and I would sip it only when 
life was tough and the body feeble 
and the spirit called for a friend. 
Carefully I brewed the L u n g 
Ching tea, carefully I w arm ed the 
teapot and the cup to m ake sure 
that the flavor would not be m a r­ 
red by conflicting tem peratures. 
My wife. being one of those per­ 
fectionists who twice a year m akes 
sure that everything is spic and 
span, went 
after 
the 
cupboard 
where my treasure was hidden in 
an unm arked cannister. She de­ 
cided that the lovely, green flakes 
were wormy and threw it all out. 
And now nobody can get that tea 
anym ore. 
Some people like the new-fan­ 
gled tea bags, just as lazy folks 
go in for instant coffee, which ir­ 
ritates my taste buds. The trouble 
with the tea bags is that I rarely 
know what is in them. 


THE VERY BEST way to m ake 
tea is to put as m any teaspoons of 
it as desired into a teapot that has 
been washed freshly with hot w a­ 
ter, but the inside of which is nev­ 
er touched by a washcloth or a 


j towel Nothing could be worse than 
to let cloth touch the inside of a 
teapot. It leaves a flavor. 
After the amount of tea that is 
needed is put into the pot, pour 
boiling hot w ater on the tea leaves 


i and let it stand until the taste and 
color are satisfactory. A little trial 
and error 
determ ine 
the 
right 
am ount of tea leaves and the time 
needed for proper steeping. Then 
drink the tea hot. 
I never went in much for iced 
tea and surely not with powdered 
sugar. T h a t is an American abomi­ 
nation like chop suey. All I ever 
taste in iced tea is the ice. 


THE 
CHINESE, 
who invented 
tea, never drink it cold. As a m at­ 
ter of fact, they do not favor cold 
drinks, even their shaoshing wine 
being served hot. 
If the Brazilians continue to raise 
the price of coffee, they will start 
a boom for tea. It m ust be so be­ 
cause coffee is not worth even its 
present price. Besides, some doc­ 
tors take their patients off coffee 
even before they take them off 
cigarettes, but then doctors tend 
to be faddists and work their won­ 
ders as miraculously as medical­ 
ly. 
I have not yet discovered that 
I coffee is harmful, 
although 
any 
day I expect some medico to come 
up with proof of a sort that any 
liquid refreshm ent other than wa­ 
ter is detrim ental to a person's 
health. And m aybe it will work out 
that way, except that when m y dog. 
Brownie, had a bilious attack re­ 
cently, the first thing the veteri­ 
narian did was to take her off wa­ 
ter. W ater can be dangerous for 
m an and beast. 


TO GET BACK to the subject of 
coffee, I do not want to wreck 
Brazil’s economy or to disturb the 
am icable 
financial

but Brazil might have stockpiled 
her coffee instead of burning vast 
quantities or drowning coffee in 
the ocean to keep the price high. 
Now’ that there is a coffee short­ 
age, we ought not to be held up on 
the theory that we shall pay what 
we are asked to pay because we 
cannot live without coffee.

Unknown Factors In Defense 


When Congress debates 
the 
appropriation 
bills for the D epartm ent of Defense it will 
have to dr* -mine straight talking about some 
crooked thinking on national security. 
The crooked thinking is that security can be 
purchased with x billions of dollars but cannot 
be purchased with x minus y billions. 
This is the sam e crooked thinking which leads 
to the wrong assum ption that if the United 
States spends enough money it can overwhelm 
its potential enem ies with dollar signs. 
That was not true before the Korean war. It 
is not true after the Korean war. Everything 
depends on w hat is purchased with the dollars 
sjient for defense. 
There are two unknown factors in defense 
spending in the new’ budget proposed by the 
Eisenhow er adm inistration. 
One is the efficiency in procurem ent and ad­ 
m inistration which is being pressed by Secre­ 
tary of Defense Wilson and his businessm en ad­ 
m inistrators. They are dedicated to the proposi­ 
tion that the United States does not need to 
spend itself into bankruptcy to attain 
nation­ 
al security; that it can get “ m ore bang from 
a buck.” 
The other unknown factor is the im pact of 
economic 
stabilization on 
productivity 
a n d 
prices. It isn’t going to require as much mon­ 
ey as it did during the boom years to get the 
sam e results. There will be less tim e and a- 
half and less double time. The buying power 
of money is being restored month by month 
by slow degrees as its value is stabilized.

The decision of the United States 
Suprem e Court, ruling against the 
findings of two s t a t e authorities 
which prohibited the showing of 
two motion piq$ures, m ay w e l l 
start street - dancing by purveyors 
of bad pictures. 
There will be rejoicing, too, by 
certain misguided “ liberals” who 
contend that the Constitution says 
that anything can be seen by any­ 
body.

banned, was altogether too vague. 
In the present case of the pic­ 
ture “ La Ronde,” it was held that 
the 
term 
“ im m oral” 
was 
t o o 
vague, and in the case of “ M.” 
that the objection of “ tending to 
promote crim e” was too vague. 


JUSTICE CLARK, in the m ajor­ 
ity opinion in “ The M iracle” case, 
held that “in seeking to apply the 
broad and all - inclusive definition 
of ‘sacrilegious’ given by the New’ 
York 
courts, 
the censor 
is 
set 
adrift upon a boundless sea amid 
a m yriad of conflicting currents of 
religious views.” 
Justice Reed, concurring in the 
“ judgm ent.” 
assum ed 
that 
t h e 
State had the power to establish a 
system of licensing pictures, but 
would have the Suprem e Court set 
itself up as a super-censoring body 
to determ ine whether “ the princi­ 
ples of the First Amendment have 
been honored ” 
Justice F rankfurter concurred in 
the “ judgm ent” with a prodigious­ 
ly long opinion which reveals the 
fruits 
of 
ransacking 
the 
sacred 
writings, the dictionaries, and the 
encyclopedias in order to say sim ­ 
ply that the New’ York Board of 
Regents did not 
know 
anything 
about sacrileges. 
But Clark and F rankfurter and. 
as I have indicated. Reed m ake it 
clear that the motion picture can­ 
not enjoy unlimited liberty and that 
it occupies a special position re­ 
gardless of the protection of the 
First, or free-speech. Amendment. 


THE COURT throughout these 
opinions was careful to say that 
it 
was 
referring 
to 
“ prior” 
restraints, which m eans that the 
police power can m ore rightfully 
be invoked after a picture has been 
shown than before. In short, that 
it is legal to lock the stable after 
the horse is stolen. 
The problem now presented to 
the states which wish to continue 
censorship is to devise laws which 
m ore precisely define such things 
as “ sacrilege.” “ im m orality,” "en­ 
couragem ent of crim e,” etc. This 
will be difficult. 
The courts, as well as the legis­ 
latures. have been struggling with 
a defm^lon of “ insanity” for gen­ 
erations and still seem to be un­ 
able to m ake one. But legislatures [ 
have prescribed the setting up o f 1 


commissions to 
judge 
individual 
cases. 
That is, of course, what the leg­ 
islatures tried to do in the case 
of motion pictures — i.e., delegate 
the specific determ inations to an 
adm inistrative agency. 


THIS BLOW to government cen­ 
sorship will m ake it m ore impor­ 
tant than ever that the industry po­ 
lice itself through its Production 
Code. That is at the m om ent un­ 
der fire. 
The real danger is in that direc­ 
tion, for if the authority of the in­ 
dustry to regulate itself is to be 
flouted, nothing but chaos will re­ 
sult. with boycotts and other pri­ 
vate m eans of suppressing b a d 
pictures taking the place of order- 
ly regulation.

On desolate Cornwallis Island in 
the Canadian Arctic, buried under 
stone and bone artifacts of a rela­ 
tively recent Eskimo people, is a 
layer of more delicately fashioned 
primitive tools belonging

Two parts of the Bricker amend­ 
ment are causing the most head­ 
aches. 
One says: “ A treaty shall be­ 
come effective as internal law in 
the United States only through leg­ 
islation which would be valid in 
the absence of treaty.” 
This has come to be known as 
the “ Which Clause” 
Bricker says nothing would be 
changed by that in the case of a 
treaty involving only this country’s 
international 
relations, 
like 
the 
North Atlantic Pact. Such a treaty 
w’ould still require only a two- 
thirds Senate vote. 
Suppose it was a treaty between 
this country and. say. Britain, and 
involved interstate commerce, re­ 
quiring a law by Congress. Then 
the two-thirds Senate vote on the 
treaty would be required, plus a 
m ajority vote in Senate and House 
on any law needed to put the trea­ 
ty into effect. 
But say it was a treaty estab­ 
lishing a uniform period of resi­ 
dence for divorce in all countries. 
In this country now states have 
the right to make their own divorce 
laws. 
Under the Bricker amendment, 
even though the Senate approved, 
such a divorce treaty couldn’t go 
into effect if the states were un­ 
willing to change their divorce 
laws to conform. 
Eisenhower says this is turning 
the clock back to the 18th century 
Articles of Confederation, giving 
the states veto power over a trea­ 
ty. Bricker, nevertheless, denies 
this would be veto power. 
The other controversial clause 
says: ‘‘Congress shall have pow’er 
to regulate all executive and other 
agreem ents with any foreign pow­ 
er or international organization. 
All such agreem ents shall be sub­ 
ject to the limitations imposed on 
treaties by this article.” 
Eisenhower yesterday said the 
am endm ent “ would so restrict the 
conduct of foreign affairs that our 
country could not negotiate the 
agreem ents necessary for the han­ 
dling of our business with the rest 
of the world.” He said the gov­ 
ernm ent w’ould no longer be above 
the states in handling foreign af­ 
fairs. 
Bricker said “ nothing whatever 
would happen to the President’s 
power to make executive agree­ 
ments . . . unless and until Con­ 
gress passed” legislation to cover 
them. 
Bricker 
can’t forecast 
where, 
how or when this or any other 
Congress would step into an exec­ 
utive agreem ent to regulate it. So 
he can’t say how much interfering 
there would be. Nor can the other 
side.

At Salineville 


3-Year Tax W ould 
Provide * 2 ,0 0 0 For 
Im proving System 


SALINEVILLE — Legislation for 
a 2-mill levy at the May prim ary 
to provide improved lighting f o r 
village streets was ordered up by 
Village Council Monday night. 
Council was told people can be 
seen “picking their away along the 
streets by flashlight." 
V i l l a g e solicitor Delmar T. 
O'Hara was requested to prepare 
legislation for the proposed three- 
year-levy for a special session of 
Council next Monday after Coun­ 
cilmen discussed the street light 
situation last night with Ohio Pow­ 
er Co. officials. 
The levy, which would provide 
about 12,000 annually, is designed 
to m ake up the difference between 
the present yearly light bill 
— 
about $2,000—and the 
additional 
cost of the improved lighting, which 
would raise the annual bill to $4,- 
000. 
Harold Neff, industrial power en­ 
gineer for the utility, said the vil­ 
lage has at present 104 s t r e e t 
lights, 83 of which are 60 candle- 
power, or the equivalent of 40-watt 
house bulbs. The rem ainder, he 
said, are IOO candlepower bulbs, 
equal to about a 60-watt bulb in a 
home. 
The present lighting system was 
term ed inadequate in a general dis­ 
cussion by Council, and M a y o r 
Karl Lindner pointed out members 
of various women’s groups m eet­ 
ing at night return home with the 
aid of flashlights. 
“The present lights don’t show 
the path for your feet; they just 
indicate the direction from one faint 
glow to the next," he declared. 
Neff said the proposed lighting 
project would mean installation of 
new lights in the business section 
with improved lighting in the resi­ 
dential area. 
He said bulbs of 600 candlepower 
would be installed in the business 
area on new upswept 
brackets, 
while 250 candlepower bulbs would 
be placed elsewhere. 
Neff and E 
C. Jennison, dis­ 
trict m anager, agreed to install 
sample lighting to dem onstrate to 
residents the type of light system 
the project would provide. 
The samples, which Neff s a i d 
would be put up “ soon," w i l l 
probably consist of four units, two 
each in the business section and 
two in the residential sections. 
In other action Council ordered 
a curfew ordinance sim ilar to the 
county-wide curfew proposed 
by 
Juvenile Judge Louis Tobin. Pro­ 
viding a IO p. rn. curfew for 16- 
year-old youngsters and a l l p. rn. 
deadline for 18-year-olds, it will be 
voted on at Monday’s special ses­ 
sion. 
Council approved Uindner’s ap­ 
pointment of Ralph Gould of West 
End to a six-year-old term on the 
Cem etery Board of Trustees, re­ 
placing Benno Yohst, whose term 
has expired. Other m em bers are 
Blaine Patterson and George Gop- 
pert. 
Council approved the annual re­ 
port of the cem etery group with 
the recommendation that savings 
be effected by hiring less extra 
help during the coming year. 
A protest petition was re-direct­ 
ed to the Columbiana C o u n t y 
Board of Health over the discon-1 
tinuance of the well baby clinic 
which had been held at the village 
each month. 
The request that the clinic be 
re-established was originally filed 
with the county commissioners. 
A request for renewal of a sew­ 
age perm it was ordered by Coun­ 
cil after Mayor Lindner reported 
the State Health Departm ent had 
ordered them to m ake application. 
Council had suggested to the de­ 
partm ent the village, which has a 
storm sewer system but no sani­ 
tary sewer system, does not come 
under the perm it system which

Threaten To End Reciprocity 
Southern States Charge 
More Truck Tax, Ohio Says 


COLUMBUS. Ohio F 
— 
Most 
Southern states threatening to end 
truck tax reciprocity with Ohio 
March I now charge higher aver­ 
age fees than this state, tax com­ 
mission figures showed today. 
And the Ohio charges included a 
tax costing trucks with more than 
two axles from 4 to 2 4 cents a 
mile to travel Buckeye highways 
since Oct. I. 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche sought 
unsuccessfully Saturday in Atlanta, 
Ga., to delay the Southern revolt 
until a special meeting of the Na­ 
tional Governors’ Conference could 
mediate the dispute. 
The Southerners insisted Ohio in­ 
clude its axle tax in reciprocal 
agreem ents with other s t a t e s . 
Lausche refused. 
I 
Under those agreements. Inter­ 
state trucks buy licenses only in 
their home states. Gasoline taxes 
do not figure in the agreements. 
Tax experts took for an example 
a three-axle tractor-trailer 
truck 
of 46,500 pounds gross weight trav­ 
eling 10.000 miles annually in a 
state. 
Ohio charges that truck $392 a 
vear. The total includes $262 for 
license tags,.$30 in public utility 
fees and $100 in axle-mile taxes.. 
Under present reciprocity agree­ 
ments, out-of-state trucks in the 
example pay only the $100 axle- 
mile tax because they carry li­ 
censes bought at home. 
Under the example given, here 
is what those trucks pay at home 
in the IO Southern states that met 
in Atlanta: 
South Carolina $787, Louisiana 


$720. North Carolina $651, Missis­ 
sippi $630. Tennessee $517.50. Ken­ 
tucky $450. Virginia $282 plus a 2 
per cent gross receipts tax on busi­ 
ness derived in that state. Georgia 
$210 plus a $10 annual fee and $10 
per round trip in the state, Florida 
$263 50 and Alabama $108.75 
An end to reciprocity, officials 
said. would subject an Ohio truck 
of the example give to the fees 
charged by each of those states to 
operate in them. 
Without reciprocity it would cost 
sim ilar trucks from those states 
$392 in Ohio in addition to their 
home fees. 
Tax men said that some inter­ 
state trucks roll up more than dou­ 
ble that mileage in Ohio. That 
would increase their charges under 
Ohio’s axle-mile tax. And the fees 
for trucks with more than three 
axles would run higher than the 
example given. 
Ohio received an additional $329.- 
032 in axle taxes on trucks since 
the noon count Friday, boosting 
the new total of collections for the 
first quarter to $2,422,241. 
The threat of a multi - state 
trucking industry strike disappear­ 
ed today when industry employers 
said they would p a y an axle tax 
on vehicles using Ohio roads. 
Jam es R. Hoffa. Michigan direc­ 
tor of the AFL Team sters Union, 
said the trucking industry employ­ 
ers agreed to pay the tax in a 
multi-point telephone poll. 
Hoff said the employers decid­ 
ed the Ohio tax law held them re­ 
sponsible for the tax payment. 
“This means there w i l l be no 
strike." Hoffa said.

PITTSBURGH If' — A one per 
cent wage tax bitterly opposed by 
organized labor, staunch supporter 
of the Democratic city adm inistra­ 
tion for years, is due to go into 
effect March I. 
The m easure needs only the sig­ 
nature of Mayor David L. Law­ 
rence to become law. Pittsburgh’s 
all-Democratic council passed the 
ordinance yesterday by an 8-1 vote. 
Lawrence, a Democratic nation­ 
al committeeman, says the wage 
tax—expected to bring in m o r e 
than six million dollars this year— 
is necessary to balance the city's 
record 47-million-dolllar budget. 
Everybody who works in Pitts­ 
burgh will be subject to the tax 
unless he lives in a community 
which has a sim ilar levy. The tax 
will apply to all income earned 
by individuals and businesses. De­ 
tails of the collection system have 
not been worked out yet.
